Other youths who spread the 
alarm were Joe Justamantez, Tom 
Nolasco, and Magill Oviado, the un- 
fortunate boy's brother. Their cries 
brought Charles Bull and Tom Jer- 
nigan from nearby, but they arrived 
too late. Officer Ott of the Covina 
police force plunged in, and found 
great difficulty in getting the body 
from the pool. He was assisted by 
Officers Saunders and Pearson. 


Officers declared that the reservoir 


had been equipped with signs pro- 
hibiting trespassing and swimming, 
but the boys had ignored the signs, 
and were on the .property without 
the permission of -the owner or those 
in charge of the ranch. 'The body 
-was remove^ to: the parlors of Ous- 
ter,- Christiansen & Moore, and a cor- 
oner's certificate was later issued, 
giving the cause of death as acci- 
dental.

Concrete Pouring 
Now in Progress 
on Dalton Dam 


Work of pouring concrete on the 


Big Dalton dam, the first actual 
work of construction, was begun on 
Saturday, and it is announced that 
the contractor will speed the job 
with'all possible haste commensurate 
with good 'construction and safety, 
in the hope that it may be of some 
value in controlling floods during 
the coming winter. The dam is not 
expected to be completed entirely 
for about one year. 


The new dam is to be of multiple 


arch concrete, and will be 165 feet 
high from foundations, 140 feet from 
streambed, 500 feet long and 200 
feet thick at base. It is designed to 
effectually control floods from Big 
Dalton canyon, protecting the 'cities 
and communities of Glendora, upper 
Covina, Irwindale, and Baldwin Park 
territories. 


The work would be quite a little 


advanced at this time had not the 
supervisors halted the construction 
at the time of the St. Francis dam 
disaster in order to make a com- 
plete re-survey of the bedrock and 
general condition of foundations. All 
engineers assert that the foundations 
are ideal for this form of structure. 


The pouring of the first bucket of 


concrete in the forms was made 
something of a ceremonial by the 
Glendora chamber of commerce, of 
which John L. S. C'ooke is secretary, 
and there was quite a crowd of in- 
terested citizens present.

ing a family of nine children, an 
succeeding against financial odds i 
giving each one of the family 
opportunity for 
themselves.

BUILDINGS WHERE PIONEERS 


LEARNED 'THREE R'S' AXE 


DOOMED BY PROGRESS 


Two schoolhouses of the valley, 


landmarks since the days when the 
plains were covered with little else 
but sunflowers, are destined to dis- 
appear within a few weeks, as the 
result of two bond elections held in 
the valley. They are the old Center 
grammar school on Broadway, and 
the Charter Oak school building that 
has boon used as an auxiliary since 
the erection of more pretentious 
buildings in recent years. 


The 
schoolhouse 
on 
Broadway, 


which is a part of the Azusa gram- 
mar school district, was built in 
1872, and is said to bo the first 
school building occupied in the entire 
upper San Gabriel valley. It is still 
sturdy and comfortable, but modern 
times have demoded its architecture, 
and school authorities say that not 
only is more room needed, but bet- 
ter sanitation and modern conven- 
iences. At an election on Tuesday, 
July 17, the district voted $40,000 
in bonds with but a few dissenting 
votes, and as soon as the bonds are 
approved by the county school offi- 
cials, work of erecting a modern 
group of buildings will be under way. 


In the Broadway district, the trus- 


tees are A. G. Stone, chairman; Mrs. 
H. T. Ellington, and Volney Spauld- 
ing, clerk. Mrs. George H. Maxfield, 
wife of the mayor of Covina, is the 
school principal. News that the old 
building was to be torn down has 
caused some heartburning among 
citizens of the valley, the trustees 
said, as the old school numbered 
•;\mon<v its scliolurs many of the peo- 
ple well known and prominent, not 
only in the valley, but scattered now 
over California. It was suggested 
that some of them might come back 
to claim the old desks where their 
jackknife initials are to be seen to 
this day. 


At Charter Oak the community is 


proud of a modern group of build- 
ings, but discovered recently that 
the county officials would no longer 
permit the use of the old school 
building in conjunction with the 
newer ouos, claiming that many re- 
pairs would be necessary to render it 
sanitary, and to prevent its boeom- 
ing a fire menace to the other build- 
ings. S. A. Stowell. and other mem- 
bers of the board, did some shrewd 
figuring, and found that the renova- 
tion of the old building was imprac- 
ticable. The bond election for $10,- 
000 was virtually unanimous.

Less This Year, 


Report States 


A recent personal survey made by 


the officials of the California Walnut 
Growers' association indicates that 
the .1028 crop will be considerably 
short of the record-breaker produced 
in 1P27, according to Carlisle Thorpe, 
general manager. Indeed, the latest 
estimates are for about 63 per cent 
of last year's tonnage. The setting 
is very uneven as between different 
districts, the estimates varying from 
42 per cent of the previous season's 
crop in some sections up to 100 per 
cent in others. 


Prospects for a crop of budded 


anil fancy varieties are much better 
than fur seedlings. For the first time 
in the history ot' the California wal- 
nut industry there probably will be 
a larger tonnage of budded than of 
soft shells produced this season. This 
increase in the budded is not only 
due to the heavier comparative set- 
ting, but to the fact that most of 
the budded orchards are only in 
partial bearing and the crops are 
normally increasing by a very con- 
siderable percentage each season, and 
all the young groves just coming 
into bearing are either of the budded 
or fancy varieties. 
On the other 


hand, the seedling trees have all 
leached a full bearing age and are 
showing little if any normal increase, 
and several hundred acres of seed- 
lings each season are being cut out 
and the land devoted to other pur 
poses. 


Over 93 per cent of the 1927 crop 


has already been sold, and it seems 
probable 
that 
the 
comparatively 


small remaining portion will be mar- 
keted in September.

Warning Bears-Fruit— 


Will C. Wood, state banking commissioner, says editorial- 


ly in a recent issue of his department bulletin: 


Recent events have demonstrated that the warning sound- 


ed by the st^te banking department against speculation in 
bank stocks was timely. It is unfortunate that many did not 
heed the warning. Now that the situation has steadied itself, 
we may make a preliminary appraisal of it. 
Following are 


some -of the conclusions we may draw from recent events and 
the present situation: 


First: Speculators have learned, some of them thru bitter 


experience, that buying bank stocks on a margin, or on con- 
tracts, or thru escrow arrangements, in the face of repeated 
warnings against such practices, is poor business and leads 
ultimately to losses they can not afford to sustain. One thing 
is certain—we shall have less of such speculation in the fu- 
ture. The only unsoundness that, has been uncovered by the 
recent flurry in bank stocks is the unsoundness of buying 
such stocks on a margain or thru escrow arrangements for 
speculative purposes. 


Second: The fundamental soundness of economic condi- 


ditions in. California was demonstrated by the recent flurry. 
The business public seemed to sense the truth that a whole- 
sale write-off of, paper profits does not affect intrinsic values. 
General business went on quite serenely in the face of a fall- 
ing stock market. 


Third: The banks of the state are just as sound as they 


were before the break in the stock market. The public has 
learned that a.bank's soundness is not to be measured by 
the price of its stock. The attitude of depositors in banks 
was not affected by changes in market quotations of bank 
shares. People kept their heads splendidly during the flurry, 
which is a tribute to them and a source of real strength for 
the state. 


Fourth: The break in the stock market has not affected 


adversely the economic future of California. Business will 
go on and development will continue in spite of the losses 
of paper profits. The demonstration of fundamental econ- 
omic steadiness here in California may well be interpreted 
as encouraging further sound advances in business.

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New Fumigation Method— 


The recent production of calcium cyanide, a less stable 


compound than the sodium cyanide or potassium cyanide 
heretofore used for the fumigation of citrus trees, has made 
it possible to employ a different method of fumigation, which 
consists simply of blowing the material or putting it down 
in thin layers in finely divided form into an enclosure, says 
H. J. Quayle, professor of entomology in the citrus experi- 
ment station of the University of California, at Riverside. 
In a recently published issue of "Hilgardia," the technical 
journal of the college of agriculture, volume 3, No. 8, Pro- 
fessor Quayle tells of the new method and describes its 
application.

not exceed one hour," says Professor Quayle. "One-fourth 
less hydrocyanic acid is required in the calcium cyanide 
dust than in liquid hydrocyanic acid to effect the same mean 
concentration of gas under a canvas cover; and there is less 
escape of gas through canvas covers where the source of the 
gas is dust than where the source is the liquid hydrocyanic 
acid." 


Describing the method of applying calcium cyanide dust 


under the tented tree, Professor Quayle says: "Calcium cy- 
anide is transported in the field in cans having a friction top 
which excludes the air. The friction lid is removed and a 
false top put in place when the container is inverted over the 
hopper of the machine and a sliding lid is removed to allow 
the material to drop into the hopper. In this way very little 
air comes in contact with the cyanide until it is blown under 
the tent. A crank operating a screw in the bottom of the 
hopper feeds the material into the weighing device until the 
proper dosage for "the tree may be read on the dial. An aid 
pump which is operated by the automobile engine or by a 
gasoline engine supplies the air which blows the charge thru 
a large hose whose open end has been previously placed 
under the tent. A nozzle on the end of the hose spreads the 
charge and directs it upward thru the tree. For small trees 
or where the work is not too extensive a hand machine may 
be used. The same weighing device is installed as on the 
larger machine, and the foot bellows furnishes the force for 
distributing the charge under the tree. 


Prohibition as an Issue—

Upland News: We may be all wrong, but it strikes us 


that the people who think that the wet and dry question 
will not be an issue next November at the national election 
have another guess coming. 


Prohibition is now part of our American constitution and 


very likely will never be taken therefrom. But in spite of 
that, the modification of the Volstead act to permit light 
wines and beer is just about the livest issue before the minds 
of a large part of our population. 
The wets are going to 


make it an issue whether the drys like it or not. And whe- 
ther you like Al Smith or not, you have to admit that he is 
no hypocrite on the liquor issue. And you also have to agree 
that he is courageous about stating his stand. We do not 
agree with him at all, but we have more respect for him 
than we have for the man who tries to "play both ends 
against the middle," and who carries water on one shoulder 
and booze on the other. The governor is wet—in the sense 
of wanting the Volstead act modified—and he wants the 
world to know it. The Democratic platform may be dry, 
but Al Smith is wet and he said so very quickly and very 
decisively after his nomination. 


The Democrats very frankly are going to ask support for 


their ticket on the ground that their candidate, Governor Al 
Smith, is the "wet" hope. Who is going to run the Smith 
campaign? John J. Raskob, a very keen business man, but 
an avowed wet who is not trying to pussyfoot, but who says 
in plain terms that he is against prohibition. With both 
Smith and Raskob out in the open after wet votes in the 
great cities—the home of the liberal population, most of it 
of foreign descent—it can be put down that the Democrats 
are going to get just about every last wet vote. All in all, 
the November election »s going to be more or less of a refer- 
endum on prohibition. No matter what one's party affiliation, 
this can be put down: A vote for Al Smith is a wet vote. 
That much is about as clear right now as California sunshine 
is hot.

("Continued from former Issue.) 
Back on board the ship City of 


Los Angeles. Hilo bound, which is 
located on the island of Hawaii, be- 
ing the largest of this group of is- 
lands, we passed along the rocky 
eoast of Moloki, the lepor colony, 
the buildings of which can be seen 
with the aid of glasses. Along its 
rock-b'ound coast may be seen cliffs 
rising out of the ocean thousands of 
feet high, and one can see thin rib- 
bons of waterfalls as they course 
down the sides of these high moun- 
tains. From the looks of the heavy 
clouds hanging over the peaks, it 
must rain every day. 


Speaking of rain: In Honolulu 


they call it liquid sunshine; it can 
rain one minute and the sun shine 
the next. Thus the wonderful show- 
ers and greenery. No dust and very 
few birds on the islands. They im- 
ported what is called the mina bird 
to kill a rice pest. It has killed all 
the other birds and has things much 
its own way. And then the mongoose 
was brought in, and really the bird 
and other animal life is pretty much 
wiped out. There are no snakes on 
the islands. 


IN HILO HARBOR 


Continuing on our boat trip tt 


Hilo. just at sunset we came in sighl 
of the island of Maui and noted the 
gradual slope of the land, showing 
thousands of acres of cultivatable 
soil and large sugar cane plantations. 
The darkness shut out the view for 
the rest of the night. 
The early 


morning sun showed us along the 
coast of Hawaii, the largest of the 
group of islands. The fields, covered 
with sugar cane, were plainly dis- 
eernable, as well as various sugar 
mills located on the water edge 
along the coast, and even the smell 
of sugar floated out over the water. 
Soon we were in the harbor of Hilo, 
along with the I". S. navy, which had 
preceded us from Honolulu. Hilo, 
with enormous breakwater, is a won- 
derfully 
interesting 
harbor, 
and 


seems large enough to hold all the 
navies of the world. 


From the dock we stepped into ob- 


servation chair railroad cars, stand- 
ard gauge, and passed along the 
northeast coast of the island to a 
point some thirty miles away from 
the city of Hilo—over high bridges, 
across deep gorges, over ami under 
waterfalls, 
the 
land slopes grad- 


ually back from the coast, and the 
enormous rainfall of over 200 inches 
a year has gouged out gullies. Be- 
tween these gullies are thousands of 
acres of sugar cane. The cane on this 
island does not require irrigating, 
and in place of the railroads out in 
the fields as on the island of Ohau. 
wooden 
V-shaped flumes carrying 


approximately 50 inches of water 
carried the stalks where they are 
run thru machinery, which extracts 
all the available sugar substance, 
and the refuse is carried by convey- 
ors to the furnaces and burned as 
fuel. (Bear in mind that there is no 
natural fuel ou the islands). From 
this point the sugar substance goes 
into various vats and centrifugal 
cylinders which extract all the syrup 
or molasses, leaving brown crystals, 
which are coarsely pulverized and 
poured into 100-pound sacks. These 
filled sacks are then sewed by ma- 
chinery and are hauled by rail to the 
lock at Hilo, where there are at the 
present time hundreds of tons of the 
raw product awaiting shipment to 
Sun Francisco, to be refined into the 
white granulated commercial pro- 
duct. 


After passing along approximately 


thirty miles of this beautiful coast 
on the scenic railroad, with lovely 
ferns growing on the right of way, 
and along the sides of the many cuts 
thru which this line traverses, we 
reached a modern railroad station. 
Costumed native girls gave away 
souvenir packages of colfee, sugar 
and jelly. They also played and sang 
their Hawaiian melodies, and when 
asked to sing "I Love You, Califor- 
nia," they gave a very acceptable 
rendition. 


From this point we returned to the 


city of Hiio, and on pulling into the 
station there were old old home-town 
friends, Mr. and Mrs. V. I. Degree 
and daughter, Lillian, waving to us 
from the village platform. 


WELCOME OF FRIENDS 


All of you who know Mr. Degree 


and wife know what was in store 
fur us. The balance of our party 
went in machines 'o the Volcano 
house, thirty miles away, but we 
were ordered into our friends' ma- 
chine, they taking the entire after- 
noon to show us a good time, and 
showed us things nut shown the av- 
erage tourist. 


The Degrees have lived on the is- 


land for the past ten to twelve year> 
and they have seen the wonderful 
development* in and around Hil- 
and the wonderful harbor with it.- 
breakwater.

al park, with its chain of noV ex- 
tinct craters and its thousands of 
acres of forests of tree ferns, stand- 
ing 1'2 to 15 feet in height, and some 
as high as forty feet in height, we 
were driven back to Hilo, where our 
good friends, the Degrees, met us 
with two machines, with daughter 
Lillian driving one. They showed us 
all points of interest in and around 
Hilo. 
This being Decoration day, 


they took us to the cemetery and oui 
party had never seen such a wonder- 
ful display of flowers, the women 
folks simply going wild over them. 
\Vith the island emblem, the lai, 
around our necks, our friends drove 
us to the docks to take steamer back 
to Honolulu, ami with many alohas 
we bid them goodbye—with many 
happy memories of them and their 
beautiful city of Hilo. 


The run back to Honolulu was un- 


eventful, leaving just before sun 
down with a full moon and the water 
glassy-still, and the smoke from the 
steamer going straight up. We slept 
peacefully, and early in the morning 
were in the harbor of Honolulu. 


PINEAPPLE PARADISE 


Hearing so much, of the 'pineapple 


business, we felt our trip would be 
incomplete without a look thru the 
Dole pineapple cannery, where there 
are 3000 employes, mostly Japanese, 
men and women, and a number of 
the employees being owners of stock 
in this institution. The plant covers 
many acres, its warehouse alone cov- 
ering a space of eight acres. The 
American Can company makes its 
cans right here. 


The machinery and processes thru 


which the pine travels in its process 
of 
canning is very interesting— 


everything neat and clean, these 
thousands of employees wearing rub- 
ber gloves in handling the fruit. Au- 
tomatic machinery removes the out- 
side covering, cores, slices and puts 
then into the cookers, syruping ma- 
chines and on thru to the sealing- 
labeling machines and into cartons 
ready for shipment. We then were 
shown to the 
;"> and 10-cent cafeteria, 


where everything is in white enamel, 
and all is wonderfully sanitary. Xext 
we went to the day nursery, where 
the mother may leave her children in 
care of competent nurses furnished 
by the company. The mother earns 
lo to 20 cents per hour, the men re- 
ceiving 25 cents and up. 


The splendid pineapple product you 


are permitted to sample, and then 
you are shown the many commercial 
winds of the Dole .products. Here 
's one cannery and plant you may 
>ass thru and still have' a good 
icalthy appetite for the products. 


From here we went to the Ha- 


ivaiian museum, where may be seen 
i very complete historical reproduc- 
tion of the early flawaiian life, pic- 
tures of the early kings and queens, 
the early bird and: animal life of the 
island, which is now almost extinct 
—all of this being very interesting 
and educational. 


A trip to the islands is not con- 


sidered complete without attending 
at least one native feast and dance, 
tnown as a Hawaiian luau and hula. 
We accepted an invitation to attend 
one at a private residence, the luau 
meaning the feast of all native eats. 
They cook a whole pig by burying it 
in hot rocks, along ,\yith the native 
potato wrapped, in the native 
"T" 


leaf, and then covered with sacks to 
keep in the heat. Wo witnessed the 
]jig being removed from the pit (and 
it was splendidly 'cooked) along with 
fish-poi and other native dishes, only 
water, punch and coffee being served 
with the meal. 
Previous to this, 


those who wished to do so drank of 
their native liquor, known as okole- 
hoa, or old muley cow, a few drinks 
of which will bring a smile to a 
stone image. 


Tables are set in the garden, after 


which on a raised platform we wit- 
nessed the hula, or native dance. This 
dance has received much adverse 
criticism here on the coast or main- 
land, but as performed by the edu- 
cated Hawaiian maid or matron, is a 
thing of beauty, rhythm and motion, 
mostly of the fingers, hands and 
arms. 


Our hostess, who had danced be- 


fore kings and queens, favored us 
with a dance in a grass skirt, and 
there was nothing to offend the most 
fastidious. All bodily movements 
outside of the hips were in. the arms 
and hands, with accompaniment of 
the gourd or Hawaiian guitar, and 
the ilaiice of two children of about 
twelve years of age, and also a niece 
of eighteen years, was something 
very pleasant and nothing to shock 
the feeling of the most modest. As 
performed by Mrs. Bray and daugh- 
ters, no one will regret attending a 
native luau and hula. 


OX MOUNT TAXTALU-S 


An auto trip to Mount Tantalus, 


several thousand feet high and over- 
looking the city and harbor of Hono- 
lulu, gives a wonderful view, and 
passes many mountain summer resi- 
dences that are unexcelled by any- 
thing on the. mainland iu buildings 
and acres of lovely gardens am] 
grounds. A side trip was taken to 
Puciiic Heights, a residential district 
overlooking the city and harbor, all 
comparing very favorably with Bev- 
erly Heights in our own Hollywood. 


We met another Covina boy who 


has made good on the island—George 
Stepp, who lived in Covina in 1903 
and worked for the writer in the 
packing hou.-e. Since then George 
ha.i been around the world and is 
now chief engineer of the 
Youuj; 


hotel, a large hut.d right in the heart 
of ilie business center of Honolulu, 
(lenr^e is IK,\Y married and has a son 
.-ix years of yge. They are living at 
U'aikiki beach.
